Deserts Into Date Orchards. 
What to do with o ur deserts in the 
so uthwest has long been a puzzling 
problem, which the Department of 
Agriculture is try ing to solve by im­ 
po rting plants of economic usefulness 
that thrive in extremely dry region* 
of the Old World. Experiments in 
this line are being made with the 
pistachio nut, which, as has been 
found, when grafted upon wild sto ck* 
o btained from the Sahara, will endure 
heat and draught almo st 
witho ut 
limit. Choice varieties of date palms, 
also, have been fetched from the Per­ 
sian Gulf and from Saharan oases, and 
plantatio ns of them are being started. 
We impo rt six (hundred tho usand dol­ 
lars’ wo rth of » dates annually , which 
might just as well be produced in this 
co nntry , and there is no reason why 
we should no t grow superio r kinds, 
which are never seen on this side o f 
the water, such as the famous Deglet 
Noor. Some of o ur deserts are far 
dry er than the Sahara, but are all the 
better for dates on that acco un t-a 
remark especially (applicable to the 
Colorado« Desert, ¡^so uthwestern Cali­ 
fornia, which, most of it being below 
the level of the sea and just abo ut the 
ho ttest place on earth, is likely at no 
distant day to become, with the help 
of irrigatio n, one of the greatest date- 
growing regions on the globe —Rene 
Bache in the September Outing Maga­ 
zine.

That raw v egetable ju ice will cu re 
con su mption , as Dr John F. Ru ssell 
has ju st an n ou n ced In a report of the 
an n ex of the post-grad u ate hospital 
d ispen sary for the treatmen t of pu l­ 
mon ary tu bercu losis, is con sid ered by 
New York phy sician s as promisin g to 
prov e of the greatest importan ce, bu t 
n eitn er Dr. Ru ssell n or the phy sician s 
who hav e in v estigated the su bject are 
willin g to prophesy resu lts. Neither 
will they say an y more as to the v alu e 
of the cu re than to refer to the fact 
that whereas by the old method of 
treatmen t the hospital accomplished 
thirteen cu res for the whole of last 
y ear, the new method alread y has ac­ 
complished elev en between Jan . 11 
an d Ju n e 30. 
Moreov er, the treatmen t by v eg­ 
etable ju ice on ly is in ten d ed as a su p­ 
plemen t to the treatmen t which Dr. 
Ru ssell alread y has been employ in g lu 
the hospital as a resu lt of his sev en 
y ears’ ex perimen tin g. 
It is n ot in ­ 
ten d ed to be u sed alon e. 


HOW JUICE 1 8 PREPARED. 
Dr. Ru ssell began bis ex perimen ts 
u pon the basis that pu lmon ary tu b er­ 
cu losis is a d isease of maln u trition 
an d that he cou ld d isplace the old 
theory of d ru gs an d specific med icin e 
by su bstitu tin g proper food , hy gien e 
an d ex ercise. 
He gathered equ al parts by weight 
of raw v egetables, an d after thorou gh­ 
ly washin g by scru bbin g with a bru sh 
an d rin sin g In fresh water withou t 
remov in g the skin s, mix ed them to­ 
gether an d chopped them in a bowl 
! u n til the particles were small en ou gh 
to go easly in to the receiv er of tbe 
grin d in g machin e, where the mass was 
red u ced to pu lp 
He collected tbe 
pu lp as it fell from the machin e an d 
squ eezed the ju ice ou t throu gh the 
cou rse mu slin cloth. 


LIST OF INGREDIENTS USED 


Dr. Ru ssel began by u sin g potatoes, 
on ion s, beets, tu rn ips, cabbage an d 
celery . 
Later he ad d ed sweet apples, 
carrots an d parsn ips. Still later, rhu ­ 
barb, su mmer squ ash, tomatoes, spin ­ 
ach, rad ishes, strin g bean s an d green 
peas in the pod . 
The resu lt of this ad min istration of 
this ju ice to patien ts in the hospital 
was so satisfactory , n ot to say aston ­ 
ishin g, that the ban d machin e was 
d iscard ed an d a power machin e in ’ 
; stalled for grin d in g the v egetables an d 
a cid er press was u sed for ex tractin g 
the ju ice from the pu lp. 
A large 
! qu an tity of ju ice was prepared ev ery 
d ay an d kept on ice. 
The en tire cou rse of ex perimen ts 
seemed to d emon strate that the cook­ 
in g of v egetables d estroy s all en zy mic 
j action on tn e con v ersion of starches 
to su gar In tbe sy stem. 


FIVE YEARS TO ESTABLISH VALUE. 


Dr. Don ald M. Barstow, who Isa 
member of the committee appoin ted 
to in v estigate Dr. Ru ssell’s work, 
said : 
“ The n ew treatmen t has been in 
u se on ly fiv e mon ths an d it will take 
more like fiv e y ears to establish ac­ 
cu rately ju st what its v alu e is. 
Bu t 
| we kn ow that In these fiv e mon ths it 
j accomplished elev en cu res, or n early 
as man y as the old method accomp­ 
lished In all the preced in g y ears. 
It 
I mu st be regard ed on ly as a v alu able 
| ad d itien to the treatmen t of tu ber­ 
cu losis which Dr. Rn ssell has alread y 
established , which con sists of a sy ste­ 
matic ov erfeed in g of the patien t, so 
regu lated that there shall be n o ac­ 
cu mu lation of waste prod u cts in tbe 
sy stem, 
“J tis easy to ov erfeed a patien t, 
bu t it Is n ot so easy to ov erfeed him 
so he shall n ot be sick. This is av oid ­ 
ed in Dx . Ru ssell’s treatment by the 


careful selection of foods and the first 
u se of cathartics. 


IDEAL FOOD BRE \D, BUTTER, MILK 
“ Dr. Russell has arriv ed at what be 
regard s the best food for oon su mp 
tiv es, an d after ex perimen tin g with 
all kin d s, he regard s the food n earest 
the Id eal to be bread an d butter an d 
milk. 
There Is somethin g lackin g in 
this d iet, howev er, for the cu re of 
certain cases, an d the u n kn own some­ 
thin g is this that the raw v egetable 
ju ice seems to su pply . 
Whether this 
u n kn own somethin g is in the n atu re 
of food or med icin e it is hard to say . 
“ Nor is it easy to tell by wbat ele­ 
men ts the raw v egetable ju ice d iffers 
from the d iet oi bread , bu tter an d 
milk. Can e su gar probably Is n ot in 
ibis d iet, while it appears In the ju ice 
there probably are a n u mber of thin gs, 
on e of which d oes n ot appear in tbe 
other. The ju ice Is on ly on e half or 
on e-third as stron g in 
proteid s as 
milk, so it is n ot stron g as a food . 
There is n o reason to believ e the ju ice 
con tain s an an ti-tox in , thou gh this is 
possible. 
Dr. Ru ssell’s method , how­ 
ev er, is based , n ot on an ti-tox in bu t 
on ov erfeed in g, an d so d iffers en tirely 
from the treatmen t by Koch’s ly mph.
